LONDON. 
MR. SMALLEY’S LETTER. 

LONDON, May 26.—[Mr. Smalley's Cable to New 
York Times.] — Events contiuue to increase the 
tension of feeling between Engiand and France. 
Admiral Pierre's wanton bombardment of Ma- 
junga and destruction of the Hova forts in the 
Sakalava territory and the procla mation of the 
French protectorate of that tribe are here re- 
garded as equivalent to aunexation, and are to- 
tally disapproved. Nobody proposes to inter- 
tere. but Engiand’s neutrality is likely to prove 
benevolent toward the rightfui ruler of Mada- 
gascar. The Enelish read with interest the re- 
port that the American Minister at Paris is re- 
monstrating with the French Government. 

SUEZ CANAL. 

M. de Lesseps, convinced that the promoters 
of the new Suez Canal mean business, suddenly 
offers concessions to demands which he has 
heretofore rejected with contempt, including 
reduced tariffs, improved regulations of traffic, 
and the admission of the English to au effective 
share in the management of the existing canal. 
He promises to begin work immediately upon a 
new canal, while the English shipowners re- 
spond by raising a large fund for the prelim- 
Hary expenses of their own project. 

THE IRISH. 

Irish accounts indicate a pretty general acqui- 
escence on the part of the priests in the Pope's 
commands, few taking part in the attempts to 
galvanize the Parnell fund by means of meet- 
ings to promote subscriptions organized by the 
Parnell wirepullers. Many speeches are ro- 
ported, but not much money is actually given. 
It is alleged that considerabie sums are sub- 
scribed, but no trustworthy statement of the 
total has been published. Archbishop Croke’s 
return was welcomed cordially enough. His 
speech amounts to a declaration of submission 
to the Pope—reluctant, but sufficient. His 
statement that the Pope and the Cardinal 
Prefect of the Propaganda both heard attent- 
ively his account of the condition of Ireland 
disposes of the Parnellite contention that the 
Pope issued his circular ignorantly. The per- 
sistent attempt of the Irish and their allies in 
Parliament to connect Mr. Errington with the 
circular and to fasten the responsibility for Mr. 
Errington on the Ministry has failed. The 
Times well observes that the Pope's hostility to 
secret societies and horror of violence and 
crime constitute an ample motive for his action, 
without any appeals from the English Ministry, 
whom the Pope has no special reason for wish- 
ing to obligé. Mr. Trevelyan’s answer respect- 
ing Mr. Healy and Michael Davitt is understood 
to mean the probabie early release of both. 

PARLIAMENT. 

Parliament practically prolonged its vaca- 
tion through this weck, the attendance being 
thin, with two “counts out,“ and there being a 
holiday Weduesday forthe Derby. No impor- 
tant work nas been done except the voting of 
money. Obstruction has discovered a new eld 
of activity im the grand committees, where the 
debates are systematically protfacted with the 
result of withholding measures from the House, 
where few important bills are ready. It is un- 
derstood that Mr, Gladstone means to propose 
at today’s Cabinet meeting the program for the 
remainder of the session, perhaps in- 
cluding the entire absorption of the private 
members’ rights in the regular morning sittings. 
The Ministry, through Sir William Harcourt, 
announce their adhesion to the principle of 
Sunday closing of public houses wherever the 
local feeling favors it. The same Minister ap- 
pears as the champion of the eabmen, declining 
to approve the proposal to reduce fares beyond 
the existing radius of four miles from Charing 
Cross. 

‘ THE CZAR. 

The London papers publish copious telegraph- 
ic narratives of the Moscow coronation. The 
events are watched here with keen interest, the 
English discovering with surprise that the Czar 
is received by the people with innumerabie 
demonstrations of enthusiasm and loyal affec- 
tion, at which the English correspondents, 
themselves astonisned, bear bonest testimony. 

CANADA AND EGYPT. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne’s appointment as 
Viceroy of Canada is well received, the press of 
both parties agreeing that his position, abilities, 
koown courage, independence, and winning per- 
sonal qualities fit him for the post. There is no 
attempt here to revive the old Irish charge of 
bard-dealing with his tenants, which broke down 
when it was made. 

The Ministers are equally fortunate in obtain- 
ing general approval ot Maj. Baring’s selection 
as Governor of Ezypt. He is nominally Consui- 
General, but really the ruler. subject to Cabinet 


control. 
THE DERBY. 

England on Wednesday witnessed a wonder- 
ful revival of the giories of the Derby, if they 
na ve ever decayed. There was an enormous 
attendance of all classes, with a marked im- 


provement io the demeanor of the crowd, a 


diminution of drunkenness, and an increase of 
gambling. St. Biaise’s victory was fully ex- 
pected, though Galliard remained the favorit.

Most of the bidders were 
dealers, which may account for the lowness of 
some of the prices.

CRIME.

An eotoge- 
narian financier named Fremy,an ex-Governor 
of the Crédit Foncier, was charged with 
having, with the assistance of the 
eminent surgeon Cusco, of the 
Hotel Dieu, and lawyer Biesta, graduaiity 
brought his young mistress, a singer named Va- 
lerie Tual, to become a habitual drunkard.

THE CODE. 

Just as the debate on judicial reform closed 
last night at the Palais Bourbon, M. Leievre 
passed near a group of Deputies who had warm- 
ly supported the Government bill, and said to 
them: We have had enough of your dictatar- 
ship.” M. Kane, who happened to be among the 
group, retorted: “Here is another electoral 
springboard.” Lefevre, taking offense, at once 
named his seconds, MM.Clemenceau and Lai- 
sant, and a duel was imminent. Luckily, no 
friends of the Sir Lucius O' Trigger type were 
present, and so the matter was arranged on the 
ground that the remarks in question were gen- 
eral and not personal. Concerning French duels 
the statistics show that,in proportion as they 
increase in number, they decrease in danger. 
Thirty dueis were fought recently, and there 
were only five wounds. They are never fatal 
unless some extraordinary foresight occurs. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The Gaulois publishes an interview of its cor- 
respondent with the Count Hoyos. the new Aus- 
trian Embassador. The correspondent observed: 
“It would scarcely be becoming for me to ask 
your Excellency about the triple alliance, but 
I ought not conceal from you that, in France, it 
is not without considerable uneasiness that we 
see Monarchies and Empires grouping them- 
seives together, while our Republic remains 
isolated.” The Embassador replied: “ My dear 
sir, I can only say what you yourself know, 
that the only sentiment that my country bas for 
yours with the internal affairs, of which we have 
nothing to do, is one of cordialsympathy. This 
is quite natural, for upon no point do the two 
nations find themselves exposed to rivalry or 
distrust. Everything brings them together; 
nothing divides them.“ 


MOSCOW. 
THE IMPERIAL MANIFESTO. 

Moscow. May 26.—It is understood that the 
Imperial manifesto, which will be promulgated 
tomorrow, will announce that no change will be 
made in the existing State of things in Russia. 
The Poles who will be pardoned will be required 
to promise unswerving fidelity and submission to 
the Emperor. The decrees of suppression 
against various newspapers will not be abrogat- 
ed, although it is believed a partial amnesty and 
other acts of clemency will be subsequently an- 
nounced. The manifesto will announce the re- 
mission of a large number of penaities for non- 
political offenses, fines, and arrears of taxes 
due from the poorer classes. 

AMNESTY TO POLISH EXILES. 

Lonpox, May 26.—The Times correspondent 
at Moscow says that the Imperial manifesto to 
pe issued on the day of the coronation will grant 
an amnesty to all Polish exiles willing to submit 
to police supervision for two years. No other 
political prisoners will be pardoned.

The Approaching Lock-Out in the Iron 
World as Viewed from Pitts- 


burg, Fa. 


Troops in Possession of Collinsville, 
Il).—No Bloodshed, 

EpWARDSvitux, III., May 2%.—({Special.)—I 
bave just returned from the scene of the 
miners’ riot at Collinsville, twelve miles south- 
east of this city. Three companies (Edwards 
ville, Taylorville, and Virden) of the Fifth Regi- 
ment, lilinois National Guard, under command 
of Col. J. H. Barkley, of Springtield, have ar- 
rived, and the militia authorities have assumed 
full control. As a result ali the mines there are 
in operation again today. When it became 
known last evening that the militia had been 
ordered to report at Collinsville the visit- 
ing rioters suddenly became very quiet, 
and, although several hundred were 
still on duty there, they soon began 


to disperse and leave for parts unknown, not, 


however, without much threatening and abuse 
to the non-strikimg miners and the operators, 
allof whom were given to understand that they 
would again return in larger numbers, test the 


strength of the guards, and close or destroy the 


mines. 

Fears are entertained that the end is not 
yet, and while the resident non-union 
winers are at work today a renewed 
attack is anticipated, and it is probable that the 
companies will be retained for several days. It 
is surprising the complete power the visiting 
rioters exercised. They placed armed squads in 
possession of the various mines, marctied to 
their homes, and even out of the county, the 
working miners (“ scabs” as they term them), 
and placed armed sentinels at the thresholds of 
their bearthstones to prevent their leaving for 
any purpose. The city authorities were power- 
less to render any assistance, and were heavily 
taxed to preserve order upon the public streets. 
The Sheriff and his posse eariy threw 
up the sponge, and the citizens, miners, and op- 
erators were placed in great ily danger and 
their property exposed to inCendiarism almost 
momentarily. The city authorities ed 
in closing the saloous yesterday, many of which 
were run in perfect sympatay with the mob, and 
steadily furnished sustenance both in the liquid 
and solid forms, and shelter. Many regret the 
seeming late arrival of the militia and the thus 
far escape of tue ierderé. Similar experiences 
have frequently before been had in that city and 
elsewhere in thie district, and it is believed that 
they will continue until the full punishment and 
extent of the jaw is meted to a number of them. 

The Brookside Mines at Troy. in this county, 
are still in the possession of the mob, the miners 
being agaio forced out yesterday at the point 
of revolvers. A detail has been sent there, and 
extreme measures, as at Collias ville, will be iu- 
stituted. The mines in this city are stil: idie, no 
disturbance thus far baying occurred, the 
miners refraining from attempting to work, al- 
though in the main they are anxious to do so. 


A Bulldiag Association at Reading in 
Troubie with Its Accounts. 
READING, Fa., May 26.—[Special.}—Consider- 
able excitement prevails in business circles to- 
night, caused hy a number of arrests of building 
association officers, and the reported disappear- 
ance of a large amount of funds. There are 
thirty -six of these associations in Reading ea- 
gaged in building up the city and providing 
‘homes for workingmen, which they buy and pay 
off by monthly instaliments of $10 each, instaad 
of paying rent. During the last few days four 
of these societies have received a thorough 
overhauling, and it been discovered that 
some of their affairs are ina most deplorable 
condition. Monthly statements have been 
incorrectly made up, business meetings have 
been neglected, money bas been misappropri- 
ated, and there is considerable, stir among the 
poorer classes, who have ted their hard- 
earned dollars with the iations pow being 
investigated. Detective er today arrested 
W. C. Kuser, Treasurer of the Excelsior Asso- 
ciation, charged with having fraudulently con- 
verted to hisown use $1,349.18. He gave bail 
in $2,000 to answer. Kuser says be wus de- 
ceived by a trusted clerk, who took the 
money and made false entries in the books 
during his (Kuser’s) absence, and entirely 
without his knowledge. The clerk was 
not arrested, to the persuasion of his 
family and the promise to restore the stolen 
property. The books of this association are 
now in the hands of experts. A civil suit has 
been entered against Oscar Geier, Secretary and 
Treasurer of another society, by an estate that 
has twenty-five shares. having paid $25 per 
month for nine years. They take this metbod 
of getting their money, while other associations 
ay promptly thirty days after receiving notice. 
tective Lyon took charge of the officiai until 
his property, worth 814. O0. had been transferred 
to the creditors. There is a deiiciency in the 
accounts, but it will require some time to 
straighten out the books. The remaining asso- 
ciations are reported to be on a solid basis, but 
the developments of toaay are causing a thor- 
ough overhauling of ali avcounts. 


The Situation at Pittsbure. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 26.—[Spéecial.]—There is 
avery strong undercurrent of feeling over the 
approaching lockout ia the iron world, There 
is not as much fuss perhaps as marked the com- 
ing of the strike last year, but thereisa great 
deal of quiet talk. The manufacturers are de- 
pending for success upon what they claim to be 
the financial weakness of the Amalgamated 
Association. Upon the other hand, the Amal 
gamated officials say they are stronger now than 
they were at the beginning of las 
year’s lockout. Secretary Joseph D. Weeks, 
in an interview tonight upon the approach- 
ing troubie, stated that thus far but one 
concern in the United States had signed the 
scale, and that one was Hussey, Howe & Co., of 
this city. “The mavoufacturers,” said Mr. 
Weeks, are stronger now than they have ever 
been before on the brink of a strike. They will 
not yield. They nave an orgaoization not 
ooly embraces the iron mils, but the steel mille 
as weil. Last year the firms that manufactured 
steel wholly or in part signed the scale. This 
year they will not do it, and will stand shoulder

Troy, N. Y., May 26.—(Special)—All at- 
tempts of the police to disoover the parties en- 
gauged in the dastardly scheme to wreck with 
dynamite the boarding-house of the non-union 
moiders have thus far been unsuccessful. In- 
formation has been received that strangers 
have lately been seen at night in possession of a 
mysterious can, which, it is believed, contained 
the material that was to have hurled a hundred 
souls into eternity and destroyed thousands of 
doliars’ worth ot property. The hole dug through 
the foundation of the marked buliding was 
found partially filled with water. bad 
leaked in there. But for the dampness the 
building would doubtless have been biown to 
atoms before the work had been discovered. 


Affairs Have Been Incorrectly Reported 
at Milwaukee. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 26.—[Special.]—The 
gloomy reports of the condition of affairs at the 
Bay View Rolling- Mills sent out by cerrespond- 
ents in this city are greatly exaggerated. The 
statement thdt a recent meeting of the work- 
men bad been held at which a strike was decided 
upon, to take place June I, bas no foundation in 
fact, as no such meeting was heid. The men 
bere submitted to the management a statement 
of prices at which they are willing to continue 
work, and remarks of the Superintendent here 
have been construed as impiying that the man- 
agement will not insist on a reduction uniess 
the actuai state of affairs requires such reduc- 
tion to make both ends meet.”

Tun Hon. David 8. Hammond, one of 
the early settlers of this county, died at his 
residence, two miles from Elgin, yesterday. 
He came to the West from Onieda County, 
New York, in 1843, and shortly afterwards 


engaged in hotel-keeping, his house being the 


first stopping-place between Chicago and 
Galena. He always took an active interest 
in publie matters, and for over a duaxter of a 
century held a prominent postion in the pol- 
itics of Cook County. For many years 
he was a member of the old Board of 
Supervisors, in which he represented 
the Township of Hanover. In 1802 he 
was elected Sheriff of the county on 
the Republican ticket and served one 
term with complete satisfaction to his 
constituents. He was appointed by the Goy- 
ernor a member of the first Board of Rall 
road and Warehouse Commissioners, and 
was subsequently oné of a commission to 
select a site for the Southern Insane Asy- 
lum. His last active appearance in public 
life was in 1877, when he ran asan independ- 
ent candidate for County Treasurer. His 
wife, two sons, and a daughter survive him. 
— 
East-pounp freight shipments by rail, 
though slightly in excess of those at this 
time last year, do not give much promise of 
a successful summer’s business.

THE RAILROAD EXPOSIDION. 

The National Exposition of Railroad Ap- 
pliances, which was formally opened Thurs- 
day last, will this week be in very complete 
order for inspection, and it is needless for us 
to say that it will present an unusually at- 
tractive spectacie, not only of the triumphs 
of mechanical science as applied to railroads 
and of the curiosities which marked their in- 
ception, but also as clearly defining the his- 
tery and progress of one of the greatest of 
modern transforming powers. It is not often 
that one of the great mechanical. forces of 
the world can be placed before the spectator 
so that he may commence with its rudest 
beginnings and trace its progress, step by 
step, to his own time. This is possible with 
the railread. It is barely half a century old. 
The first crudely-constructed engines and 
cars and the men who ran them stand side 
by side with the powerful and magnificently 
constructed engines that draw loads with a 
power and swiftness tne fathers of railroad 
construction never dreamed of in their most 
sanguine fancies. 

Within half a century the railroad: has be- 
come one of the prime factors in the world's 
progress and civilization, and it marks a dis- 


: tinct era in thé World's iabifs and methods. 


How radical are the changes which it has 
compassed future generations will realize 
more completely than wo. It has been a tre- 
mendous force in itself, and it has intensified 
all other forces, and increased the scope of 
their operation. It has diffused the blessings 
of peace, and it has revolutionized the 
methods of war. It has tied pations to- 
gether in commercial alliances, previously 
separated by national barriers supposed to 
be insurmountabie. It has made them ac- 
quainted with each other, affected their State 
policies, and reduced neighboring aggress- 
iveness. It has brought remote peoples into 
the light of a higher civilization. It has de- 
veloped the resources of vast regions hith- 
erto lying dormant, opened them up to settle- 
ment, planted them with cities and towns, 


and provided new homes for millions of peo- 


ple coming from old and crowded countries. 
It has opened the great storehouses of the 
world to the poor and supplied countries un- 
able to longer supply themselves with the 
necessaries of life. Time and distance are no 
longer taken into account. Mountains and 
rivers are no longer barriers. All sections 
now can freely interchange their products, 
and the comforts and luxuries of one country 
are freely shared by all others. How this 
great work has been done and the agencies 
which have accomplished it may be seen in 
this exposition, and the patriarchs of the first 
locomotives have come back like Rip Van 
Winkles to see the great changes which have 
occurred since their engines crawled where 
others now fly. There is material in this ex- 
position to attract the attention of practical 
men fond of studying mechanical inventions 
and the skillful results of scientific appli- 
ances, and the same materia! will furnish 
motives for romance and prophecy to those 
looking back into the past and forward into 
the future, while many another will ques- 
tion whether the steam locomotive has not 
reached the maximum of its efficiency and 
whether other agencies will not take its 
place to accommodate the growing demands 
of the world, for those demands always out- 
run the means of satisfying them. 
if such should be the case, if the steam 
locomotive has reached the limit ot its pos- 
sibilities, its suecessor will speedily appear, 
for in science as in nature ne want is gen- 
erated that is not speedily supplied. There 
are no gaps in science. When the time 
comes, the man cOmes with it. When the 
want comes, the invention comes with it. 
There is a hint in this exposition that it has 
already come, and many persons will watch

engine, it is true, is erude, and the new

POWERS OF POLICEMEN. 

Col. Cameron, the Prosecuting Attorney 
of the City Law Department, is quoted as 
saying that the Supreme Court decision in 
the Cahill case authorizes policemen to 

serve warran:s in spite of the contrary 
opinion held by Judge Rogers. The ground 
taken by Judge Rogers was that warrants 
may be served only by Constables or officers 
holding constabulary powers, and that city 
policemen do not possess these powers under 
the present city charter. His construction 
of the law was very strained and totally un- 
expected. Its effect, as any Judge would 
foresee, was to paralyze the police of this 
city and increase danger to life and property. 
If every police officer in Chicago had been 
deprived by a decision of the court of his 
club and revolver he could still haye been 
of more service in the protection of the 
community than he is now under the curlous 
decision that he has no right to make 
arrests under criminal! warrants unless he be 
specifically swofn in as a special Constable. 
The opinion of the Supreme Court in the 
Cahill ease construed the word “officer” in 
one section of the criminal code to apply toa 
police officer as well as to a Sheriff or Con- 
stable. Judge Rogers’ decision was based 
on another section of the criminal code, but 
the City Prosecuting-Attorney argues that 
the word “ officer” must be construed in the 
same sense in both sections. He is probably 
correct in his argument; but in the mean- 
time the Justices of the Peace, following the 
decision of Judge Rogers, will refuse to issue 
warrants to be served by policemen, and the 
police are powerless to arrest criminals, sup- 
press riots, or to keep the peace until a law 
be passed by the Legislature clothing them 
with technical constabulary powers or until 
the Supre Court shall set aside Judge 
HRogers' re kable opinion. 

It is to be hoped that a test case may be 
taken up to the Supreme Court as early as 
possible to ascertain whether or not Judge 
Rogers has properly construed the law. 
There is strong reason for believing that the 
Supreme Court will set it-aside. It is cer- 
tainly the duty, and generally the practice, 
of the courts to construe laws according to 
their evident intent, and in the interest of 
society and public safety, whenever there is 
room for two constructions. Judge Rogers 
violated this rule when he deprived police 
officers of the only functions which make, 
them really serviceable to the public. ‘The 
section of the criminal code upun which he 
based his astounding opinion is as follows: 


It shall be the duty of every Sheriff, Coroner, 
Constable, and every Marshal, policeman, or 
other officer of aay incorporated city, town, or 
village having the power of a Sheriff or Cousta- 
ble, when any criminai offense or breach of poder 
peace is committed or n ia his 
ence, forthwith to appreben 14 and 
bring him before some vustice of the Peace, to 
be dealt with according to law; to suppress all 
riots and unlawful assemblies, and to Keep the 
peace, and without delay to serve and execute 
all warraots, writs, precepts, and other process 
to him lawfully directed. 


A careful reading of the above language 
will show thatit was possible for a Judge to 
place the construction thereon which Judge 
Rogers adopted, but it will also reveal that 
such construction was far-fetched, clearly at. 
variance with the intention of the statute 
and directly antagonistic to publie interests. 
If policemen are not to exercise any of the 
functions described in the above statute, 
then the poliee force 1 de abandoned 
without sert Smee community. 
Whether “i Be ratic. 8 of 
the House will permit the Legislature to pass 
a supplementary law or not, it is to be hoped 
that Judge Rogers’ decision may be brought 
before the Supreme Court for correction. It 
will be of decided benefit to every communi- 
ty in this State ff the tribunal of last resort 
shall reverse Judge Rogers’ decision, and 
thus practically instruct the Judges of the 
lower courts that it is not their duty to strain 
after constructions of the law which will be 
detrimental to the public welfare, but rather 
to throw the weight of their influence upon 
the side of good order, public safety, consti- 
tuted authority, and the protection of society.

DOUBLE TAXATION AND INFORMERS. 

Ald. Cullerton wants a detectiye appointed 
by the city to ferret out promises of repay- 
ment called mortgages which are not re- 
turned for taxation. The scheme would be 
a failure for two reasons—viz.: (1) Because 
the taxation of notes and mortgages is double 
taxation, and hence is felt tobe unjust and 
oppressive; and (2) because any system of 
esvionage instituted to hunt out and inform 
for moieties as a means to enforce an op- 
pressive tax always results in blackmail. Not 
only will the tax on notes and mortgages 
never be collected in any considerable part, 
but it can be shown that if it were collected 
in full it would work more injury to the 
community than would be sustained by the 
total loss of such double tax sought to be 
levied on debtg. 

It is no longer necessary to enter into an 
elaborate argument to show that a tax ona 
debt, whether called a note or mortgage, is a 
double tax. A simple illustration, which 
will apply to % per cent of all 
mortgages, will serve to elucidate the whole 
subject. A owns a vacant lot in the city 
worth, say, $5,000, on which he has been pay- 
ing taxes and deriving no income for a long 
time. He wants to improve it in order to se- 
cure some profit from it, but has not the 
money to build thereon. He applies to B, 
who has some untaxable gfeenbacks or 
ponds, and finds he cau borrow $5,000 at 6 
per cent interest for five years if he will 
agree to give Ba lien for repayment on the 
property after expending the full amount of 
$5,000 in the erection of a house. A does 
this, and pays out the money for labor and 
materials, and from the time his house is 
completed, and perhaps before it is occupied, 
he is assessed and pays taxes on both the lot

Legislatures will pass laws in 
vain, courts will sustain them in vain, and 
tax-gatherers will labor in vain to enforce 
them, when such laws contemplate the ex- 
action of double taxation from any class of

rent rate of interest op real-estate security 
be 5 to 6 per cent, then a tax on the mortgage 
amounting to 2}¢ per cent on its face will 
raise the interest to 8 or 9 per cent, for the 
lender will always exact a margin over and 
above the tax in order to protect himself 
against a possible inerease of taxation. But 
the man who was w to borrow at 6 per 
cent to build a house or an addition to his 
factory, or enlarge his business, will prob- 
ably refuse to pay Ser 9 per cent, because he 
cannot make the investment pay at that rate 
of interest. Hence the double tax repre 
sented by the assessment of mortgages as 
well as of the mo property is a direct 
and telling blow at enterprise, at the im- 
provement of property, which furnishes 
labor with work and wages, at the growth of 
the elty, and at general prosperity. 

If it were possible to enforce the collection 
of the extra tax on mortgages by espionage 
and detective arts, then Chicago would lose 
more than it would gain by the operation in 
the loss of capital invested in labor and re- 
pression of business, 

The appointment of a blackmail detective 
to smell out credits in the form of notes and 
mortgages for second assessment purposes 
would result, not in the increased taxation 
thereof, but in the “blackmailing of the 
money-lenders, who in turn would collect 
the blackmail from the borrowers in the 
shape of increased interest. The molety 
system always produces the same corrupt 
result. It offers a premium for blackmailing. 
It educates men in swindling and perjury. 
The moral tone of court-house officeholders 
is not sufficiently eleyated to warrant the 
expectation of an exception to this rule. 
Houses, property, and business enterprises 
are taxed enough in substance. If a tax on 
the shadow be added thereto, or in lieu of 
such taxa system ot blackmdil be instituted, 
the growth of this city will be seriously 
retarded and labor severely damaged without 
contributing an additional dollar to the mu- 
nicipal revenues. The scheme should be 
dropped at once, not merely as impracticable, 
but as extortiogate, unfair, and immoral. 
The true policy is to encourage men baving 
untaxable greenbacks or bonds to loan them 
to enterprising business-men at low rates of 
interest to be used for building dwellings, 
stores, shops, factories, and for improve 
ments generally which furnish employment 
at good wages to the poor and promote the 
growth and prosperity of the city and its 
suburbs.

This is surely a comprehensive program. 
Its adoption wo revolutionize Ireland;

and mischievous feud between the Eng lish 
and the Irish people. 

Will Mr. Parnell have the statesmanship 
to use his advantages? Will he have the 
courage to cut himself aloof from the insig- 
nificant and intolerant faction of “irrecon- 
eillables and take the English Liberals at 
their offer? They are willing to concede his 
demands to the full extent of the program 
given above. “His support steadily and 
honestly conceded to either party,” the En- 
glish Liberal journal says, is worth all that 
the program embodies.” It advises its party 
to carry it out, even at the risk of the “ mis- 
use of the power conceded for the ends of the 
gecesslonists.“ Nor is the Spectator alone 
in its wish for the adoption of such a pro- 
gram.

HOW TO REVIVE BUSINESS. 

That business is depressed is piain enough. 
The weekly reports of the commercial jour- 
nals have an unvarying monotony in their 
repetition of their phrases of No improve- 
ment.“ Business unsatisfactory,” * No ma- 
terial change.” The clearings, the stock 
market, the reports of failures all give evi- 
dence that some cloud jas settled down on 


the industry of the country. There is no. 


sign of panic. Prophets of evil are predict- 
ing a panic, but expected panics have never 
yet been known to come. What is the mat- 
ter, and what are we to do about it? 

The characteristic of the present ebb tide 
is the universality of the signs of distress 
among the manufacturers. Declining prices, 
unsatisfactory wages, strikes, unsold stocks 
of goods, are to be seen everywhere. The 


appearance of congestion among our manu- 


factures is more marked than in any other 
cle The worst failures that occur are 
those of manufacturers. The rumors of im- 
pending disaster that crop out from time to 
time in advance of the catastrophe are of the 
collapse of manufacturers. The banks and 
the merchants are in good shape, But in all 
parts of the country the manufacturing in- 
terests appear to be suffering from some slow 
decay. 

One of the striking evidences of the condl- 
tion of affairs among the manufacturers is 
the constant reports of conventions held by 
them to consider the state of the market, and 
to devise means to reduce production, and in 
many cases to fix prices. Numerous in- 
stances will at once oceur to every one. The 
paper manufacturers, the malleable-iron 
men, the glassmakers, the pig-iron manu- 
facthrers, the nailmakers, and scores of 
others have met in this way to concert meas- 
ures for arresting the tendency to throw on 
the market more than it would take, so 
causing lower prices. 

It speaks for itself that when such efforts 
are being made by the manufacturing indus- 
tries to prevent the operation of competition 
among them they cannot be prosperous. 
When they are making money they do not 
bother themselves with what their associates 
in the trade are doing. Every one has all 
he can do to fill his own orders. It is per- 


| fectly plain that there has been overprodue- 


tion, and that this overproduction has been 
so general that it is affecting general busi- 
ness. That this is the cause of the prevalent 
depression there can be no doubt, little as 
the public seems to realize It. 

The serious point with regard to this con- 
tinual shrinkage of our manufacturing in- 
terests is, that there is a bank behind pretty 
much every establishment that fails or has to 
ask foran extension of its paper. If this 
contraction keeps up it is certain that bank 
credit will finally begin to be involved. It 
will be remembered, for instance, that one 
of the banks which had advanced money to 
the Marshalls, of Pittsburg, who recently 
falled, had to take instead of its money @,- 
000 tons of pig-iron, which could only be sold 
at a serious decline on ruling prices. If two 
mueh capital has gone into the manufactur- 
ing business, a large part of itis unquestion- 
ably banking capital. If no revival of pros- 


perity comes, the losses of the banks will in | 
time become so heavy that they will have to- 


restrict their advances to the rest of their 
customers, and anera of pecuniary contrac- 
tion will set in, if nothing worse happens. 

A fact related at a recent meeting in Lon- 
don by Mr. Samuel Morley, M. P., points the 
way, and we believe the only way, out of our 
embarrassment. An English fitm that had 
taken a contract for some high-class iron- 
work were compelled to send to the United 
States for workingmen sufficiently skilled to 
do it. This country has workingmen more 
skillful and energetic than any others in the 
world. It has steel-rail mills, pig-irun fur- 
naces, cotton and woolen mills, wood- man u- 
factories, tanneries, boot and shoe estab 
lishments that can make better articles, 
and make them at least as cheap as 
any foreign competitors. The Salvation 
of the American manufacturer, and of 
all the capital involved with him in his sue- 
cess, isan immediate extension of his for- 
eign markets, The wonderful development 
ofour industries has outstripped the con- 
suming capacity of the home market. The 
United States is destined to be the greatest 
exporter of manufactures—greater far than 
England—for we have the most intelligent 
population, the most perfect credit system, 
and the most generous supply of raw mate- 
rials. Assoon as this fact is recognized it 
will create a revolution in our present pro- 
vincial notions of commerce. 
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BOSTON SEEKS THE LEAD IN MANUAL 


TRAINING. 

The growth of publie sentiment in this 
country on the subject of reform in educa- 
tional methods in the direction of industrial 
training affords a fresh illustration of the apt- 
itude of the American people to grasp a new 
idea, estimate its value, and apply it to prac- 
tical uses. 

The manual-training school of St. Louis 
has been in operation less than three years. 
Two years ago Tug TRIBUNE caused an ex- 
haustive examination to be made of its theory 
and practice, and in a series of articles com- 
mended the institution to the country as 
worthy of adoption as partof the public 
school system. The wide publicity given 
the subject by this exposition has made of 
the school a household word, The National 
Board of Education has directed attention to 
itin an elaborate review; the press—daily, 
weekly, monthly, secular, scientific, and re- 
ligious—has discussed it in all its bearings; 
hundreds of persons from various parts of 
the country—educators and practical busl- 
ness-men—have personally inspected the 
schoel, and through all these agencies a 
knowledge of it has spread far and wide. 

A year ago the Commercial Club of this 
city needed only to have its attention called 
to the subject to subscribe the n 
funds to establish here a school on the plan 
of the St. Louis institution, and soon ground 
will de broken for a building in which to 
test the experiment. We say experiment“ 
only in this sense—namely: that as we un- 
derstand it the purpose of the projectors of 
the school here is to show to educators and 
the public’ generally the practicability no 
less than the importance of adding to the 
present curriculum of the public schools in- 
struction in the elementary principles and 
the tools of the practical arts. 

But it is not alone in the West that prog- 
ress has been made in this direction. The 
Superintendent’ of the schools of Boston, 
Mr. Edwin P. Seaver, devotes a quarter of 
the space occupied by his late annual report 
to the subject of industrial education. He 
calls attention to the fact that of 721,000 per- 
sons in Massachusetts prs cl in the va-

Bi the most conspicuous recognition of | 

the principle that public education should 

be shaped with reference to the probable 
future oceupations of the pupils appears 
in the public Latin schools, Here,” he 
adds, “future lawyers, physicians, and 
clergymen, teachers, authors, and journal- 
ists are helped für along on the direct road 
to their professions.” Stil further he 
shows, what will be news to most read- 
ers, that the experiment of manual train- 
ing has actually been made in one 
of the public. schools of Boston—the 
“Dwight.” He says: “The use of the 
common wood-cutting tools of the earpen- 


ter wag taught to some of the boys two | 


hours a week for the greater part of the 
school year. . The experiment proved 
—if any proof were needed—that boys take 
to shop-work under good instruction with 
great interest. The progress made was very 
gratifying, and in some cases quite surpris- 
ing.” They follows an elaborate description 
of the work of the St. Louis Manual-Train- 
ing School, with unqualified commenaation, 
and, at last, the following recommendation: 

* The best provision, therefore, would be to 
establish at some central point in the city 
one manual-training school, to equip this 
school thoroughly for its work, and to admit 
to it under suitable restrictions boys from all 
parts of the city.” Mr. Seaver even sug- 
gests that Boston already has a building 
which might be utilized for the purposes of 
the experiment, and that it could be com- 
pletely equipped with tools, ete., for from 
$10,000 to $12,000. 

Mr. Seaver is, we believe, entitled to the 
honor of being first among the Public-School 
Superintendents of the country to recom- 
mend the adoption into the curriculum. of 
the public schools of manual training accord- 
ing to the Prussian system as practiced in 
the St. Louis institution. 

Those who are familiar with the history of 
education in this country will recall in this 
connection the labors of Horace Mann in the 
cause of reform in methods of teaching. He 
encountered the bitter, vindictive hostility 
of thirty-one of the schoolmasters of Boston. 
They attacked his seventh annual report in 
a pamphlet composed in about equal parts of 
misrepresentations, falsehoods, and sneers. 
Mr. Mann was a master both of logic and 
rhetoric, and his reply proved him to be the 
master equally of the subject of his life work 
and of the thirty-one Boston schoolmasters. 
They antagonized every reform Mr. Mann 
proposed, but time and experience haye 
demonstrated the wisdom of bis methods, 
and they are now regarded as fundamental 
principles in the science of education. The 
impetus given to the cause of right methods 
in teaching by Mr. Mann has never been lost 
in Boston. When Col. Francis W. Parker 
had displayed marked ability as an educator 
in Quincy he was ealled to Boston, and that 
Mr. Seaver is a worthy successor of Col. 
Parker is shown by the advanced position 
he takes on the subject of the prime im-

“a Dead Infant and a Missing Husband. 


The West Twelfth street police are much 
worked up over a brutal case of assault in their 
district, something which they look upon as a 
parallel for the Walsh uxoricide, one of the 
most brutal wife-murders ou record, and for 
which Walsh was recently sentenced to thirty- 
five years in the penitentiary. in the base- 
ment of No. 317 West Polk street lived Martian 
O’ Leary, a plasterer, his wife Ellen, and five 
children. Thursday nicht Mrs. O'Leary was 
prematurely delivered of a child which was ina 
shockiug condition, its head being broken and 
its tiny body a mass of ugly bruises. Dr. Wrede. 
whose office is at the corner of Taylor street and 
Biue Island avenue, who was called to attend 
the woman, was horrified at the condition of the 
fetus, and es there were unmistakable 
bruises ou the woman’s abdomen he came 
to the conciusion that only a brutal beating 
could possibiy have caused them and the mu- 
tilation of the body of the child. He refused 
to give a certificate of death in the case of the 
tus, and notified the Tweifth street police. 
They made some inquiries in the neighborhood, 
and, it is said, found that the husband and wife 
had been: quarreling a great deal during the 
early rt of the wees. Mrs. O'Leary, it 
was said, drank beavily, and the househvid du- 
ties devolved upon the eldest child, a girl. Mon- 
day, Tuesday, and Wednesday evening, it was 
learaed, the nusband, who is ordinarily a decent 
sortof a fellow, bad a good deal of trouble 
with his wife, and according to the neighbors 
they bad a fight, and it is sup that it was 
at this time that he beat her. o matter how or 
when it was done, the Doctor says that itis cer- 
tainly the result ot a beating, as the injuries 
are of a character that could not be va by a 
tall or any like tcecident. 

The police spent last night in a fruitiess search 
for O'Leary, who abseuce is ascribed by some of 
the neighbors to the fact that be has been work- 
ing nights during ‘the last week. The police, 
however, thiok he has fied. A reporter who 
visited the premises found the un- 
fortunate lying unconscious on 
a low unabie to move. Two 
of tht neigbbors were there — after her 
in a balf-hearted sort of a way. The children, 
rag dirty, and frightened, were huddled 
away in the corners, and when questioned were 
unabie to impart much information. They 
knew that their mother got drunk, and they also 
knew that ir father beat her. The 
neighbors say he never got drunk unless 
he found her 60 when de came 
home, and that when he was drank he used to 
beat ber terribly. Every night from Mooday to 
Wednesday, they eay, be treatedjher brutally, 
and the sounds of the struggle could be heard 
for some distance. 

Up w a late hour O'Leary had not been capt- 
ured.

A REVEREND RED MAN. 

Among the arrivals in the city yesterday was 
an Indian clergyman, the Kev. J.J. Johnsoa 
Enmegabowk, of White Earth Mission, Minn. 
He is a full-blooded Chippewa, and has been in 
the Episcopal ministry for over twenty-seven 
years. The object of his visit is to raise money 
to compiete the Episcopal church now being 
constructed at White Earth, a solid stone struct- 
ure, ou which $10,000 has already been expended, 
and to finish which about $1,500 more is needed. 
The Indian name, Enmegabowk, means the 
man who stands before the people,“ and this he 
retains in coujuucdon with more civilized 
cornomen of Johnson. He says that there 
are about 5,000 Indians on the White 
Earth Reservation, and his congrega- 
tion is large, the members of the church 
numbering over 200. He preaches in the Chip- 
pewa language, and Indian translations of the 

rayer- book and hymns are also in general use. 

Othing in bis opinion but Christianity will civ- 
ilize the Indian. Mr. Johuson comes strongly 
indorsed by Bishop Whipple. and will be taken 
in hand by the Episcopal divines of Chicago. He 
will be present at St. James today and wiil at- 
tend the consecration Thursday. He will also 
deliver severai addresses while in the city.

The Standard Arguments for Immor- 
tality Attacked by Dr. Au- 
gustus Blauvelt. 


John Bright's Speech on the Liberation” 
of the Episcopal Oburch of 
England. 


Dr. Blauvelt’s Attack on Standard Ar- 
guments for Immortality. 

The Rev. Augustus Biauveilt, D. D., who was 
suspended by the Reformed Dutch Church for 
heresy in Id., and who remains suspended on 
account of his theology, says the New York Sun 
of May 22, began at Kingston, Ulster County, 
yesterday, a course of Sunday lectures on vitai 
religious topics, in announcing which he suid: 
All the heresies | have promulgated are sim- 
ply the heresies of Jesus. If these heresies 
prove in any way subversive or disturbing to 
the orthodox theologies of my city, so much the 
worse for those theolugies."" The topic of yes- 
terday was Immortality.“ The lecture was de- 
livered in Music- Hall, wnere a fair-sized audi- 
ence was in attendance. Dr. Blauvelt spoke for 
about an hour, and bis listeners showed great 
interest in the lecture. He announced that be 
would speak again the second Sunday in June. 

Dr. Biauvelt began by saying that the disbe- 
lievers in immortality will constitute a minor- 
ity, but the strength of this minority bas in- 
creased of late years until it now numbers in its 
ranks not a few of the most earnest, intelligent, 
and virtuousot men. These disbelievers nave 
become such by the work of their heads in op- 
position to the struggle of their hearts. He 


asked why it was that the faith in n 
is thus losing ground so widely. 80 rapidly, so 
inevitably. answer was that this disbelief 
was because of the utterly incunciusive charac- 
ter of many of the older arguments advanced 
in favor of immortality. He shid be would first 
endeavor to make out the strongest case against 
immortality, and afterwards to piace before his 
hearers the evidence in its favor. 

The tirst of the old argumeats io favor of im- 
mortality which Dr. Biauvelt demolished was 
that based on the instinctive desire for eternal 
life. He presented the famous argument of 
John Stuart Mill, who propounded the * 
whether, supposing such an instinct to exist, it 
could therefore be affirmed that the something 
which that instinct demanded must therefore 
exist in boundless quantity or sufficient to 
satisfy the boundiess growth of human desire. 
Dr. Blauveit also quoted the significant query 
of Mr. Mill whether mere desire for life 
could guarantee the reality of a life thorougb- 
out eternity. He also quoted Mr. Mill's sug- 
gestion that it would de just as reasonable to 
suppose that the desire for food assures us that 
we shail always have as much as we can eat. 

Dr. Blauveit next attacked the old argument 
that immortality must be true because it is the 
tradition of all nauons. This argument, he 
said, was scarcely deserving of respectful men- 
tion, because of the well-known fact all 
nations have believedin a great deal of false- 
hood and nonsense, in ghosts, hobgobiins, 
witches, and fairies. He directed attention to 
the fact that there never hus been a time when 
all mankiad believed in immortality, and that 
there were centuries when there bad not so 
much as a definit suspicion of a future state of 
existeuce dawned upon the Jewish mind. 

With reference to the argument that Goethe 
advanced, that the immortality of man is neces- 
sary for the development of all our faculties, 
be said we must not be carriedaway by a sub- 
lime aspiration or by godiike ambitions. We 
should remember that itis a question of fact, 
and not one of L. or ambition. 

Next Dr. Blauvelt attacked what is called the 
moral argument for immurtality—that whereas 
man is often unjustly oppressed and miserable 
here, he ought to be rewarded and exaited 
hereafter; that as the evildver often revels in 
property bere, be ought to be duly punished io 
the worldto come. But he argu thal, rea- 
soning from this standpoiut, the conclusion was 
joevitable that in — 12 —— the good should 
be rewarded aud unished in this life; 
that, in sbort, justice ought to be done here 
and now in this world without waiting for 
eterovity. 

Speaking of the Bible arguments for immor- 
tality, Dr. Blauvelt said that there was a time 
whea to sbow that anything wes asserted in the 
Bible was to make au ultimate and fival argu- 
ment; when the Bible was on all sides regarded 
as the divinely -inspired and infaliibie word of 
the Deity, question which was biasphemy, but 
he said that that time has passed. He quoted 
the statement of Mr. Froude in 1863 that tne 
truth ot the Gospel history is more widely 
doubted now ia Europe than at any time since 
the conversion of Constantine. e also re- 
terred to the recent sermon of Dr. Heber New- 
top as an indication of what is iu the minds of 
the clergy. He said that his own position for 
some years as an avowed heretic bad made bim 
familiar with the skeleton in ortnodox clerical 
closets. He deci that if the better-informed 
among all orthodox divines of all denominations 
should in a body\frankly and fearlesly proclaim 
their respectiy beliefs about the divine 
inspiration and infailible truthfulness of 
the entire ~ Holy Scriptures the ecclesias- 
tical police courts would be kept busy, and 
trials for heresy would very soon cease to.be 
a novelty. In this relation Dr. Biauveit cited a 
variety of illustrations of the inaccuracies, dis- 
crepancies, contradictions, and even itive 
misstatements, which have Deen pointed out in 
both che Old Testament and the New Testamont. 
Speaking of the Mosaic account of the creadon, 
he said it was as far removed from the truth as 
is the east from the west. 

Summing up the Bibie argument, be said: 
‘**Immense multitudes in modern times are so 
thoroughly convinced that so many things as- 
serted in the Bible are asserted either inac- 
ourately, discrepantiy, contradictorily, or even 
untrutbfully, that it they are to be assured of 
immortality at all, they must bave some more 
assured assurance of it than the mere asser- 
and of the Bible. If the Bible understates, as 
it does understate by sa many myriads of 
years, the actual duration of creation or the 
evolutionary epoch of the universe, what guar- 
antee have I that the Bible does not overstate, 
possibly by the whole coming eternity, what 
shall be the duration of my personal continu- 
ance after this little instant of personal life is 
over? If toget at the truth I must add such 
an immensity of time in the one case, perha 
to get at the truth | must eubtrase’ a still 
greater immensity of time in the other case. Do 
not misunderstand me. I believe in immortality, 
and I pledge myself to advance what I consider 
to be valid reasons for my belief. But I must 
first expose the inconciusiveness, the sophistry, 
and the absurdity of manyof the older argu- 
wents propounded in favor of immortality.” 
“The Bible abounds in mistakes, both verbal 
and substantial. It may be mistaken in assert- 
ing immortality. I do not think itisso. It is 
sometimes right and sometimes wrong. The 
Bible needs to be corroborated and substantiated 
from other and independent sources.” 

Dr. Blauvelt took a novel view of the chief 
argument for immoralitty to be found in the 
Bible, which is founded upon the narrative of 
the resurrection of Christ. He referred to the 
fact that Paul seems to rest upon this resurrec- 
tion as the basis of his beiief in immorality, as 
expressed in Corinthians i., 16. First. Dr. Biau- 
velt asked whether it wasa demonstrable fact 
that Jesus ever actually arose from the dead. 
He pointed to the fact that many persons, after 
exhaustive investigation, had reached opposit 
conclusions. He pointed out how useless it 
would be to ask those who do not believe that 
Christ did arise from the dead to base a belief in 
immortality upon that story. 

But even assuming forthe sake of argument 
that the story of the resurrection of Christ is 
true, Dr. Biauvelt argued that it cannot be ac- 
cepted as an evidence of the immortality of 
mao unless we reject the whole Pauliue con- 
ception of Jesus Christ. Paul saw in Christ a 
great man, buta God as weil. “It would by no 
means follow that because the veritable God 
arose from the dead, therefore you or I should 
do so. Jesus, as God, would be eternal and 
immortal. It therefore still remains to be 
proved that man, chat you and 1, are immortal, 
after it is clearly proved that Christ was im- 
mortal. It would remain to be proved, even if 
it could be sbown that Jesus had a thousand 
resurrections instead of one. In order to rea- 
son conciusively from one case to other you 
must regard Jesus as merely a man like our- 
selves. It the dogma of the divinity of Jesus 
must be maintained, it ig wholly destructive ot

In conclusion Dr. Biauvelt said: “ We bave 
just goue over, my friends, some of the chief 
considerations advanced by older philosopbers 
and theologians, in order to convince themselves 
that after (bis brief instant of personal life is 
over we mortals shall not perisn, but enter upon 
another life in the future whieb scripture culis 
eternal. Some of these considerations we have 
found to be sim zs absurd, others to be utterly

matter of course, the announcement that John 
Bright had consented to preside and speak at an 
evening meeting in Spurgeon’s Tabernacie 
packed that huge building from doors to piat- 
form. 

Mr. Bright began his speech with a rewinis- 
cence. Forty-two years bad come and gone, he 
said, since the day when his friend, the late Ed- 
ward Miull, came to him for help in tne good 
cause. He thought it good then, and he thinks 
so now. Our purpose, he said, “is not in any 
way to the injury or detriment of the Episcopal 
Church of England; what we want racher is its 
liberation, its freedom, its purity, its greater 
power of religious instruction.” The assem- 
bled Nonconformists greeted this utterance with 
cheers. 

Mr. Bright then glanced back over the history 
of the Episcopal State Church. Had its influ- 
ences made the State better, more just and gen- 
tle, more merciful and peaceful? Not a bit of 
it. In 1683 no less than 1,000 Quakers—* mem- 
bers of the small sect to which I belong.“ said 
Friend Jobn—were in the horrible English a soles 
of that time. Hundreds of them perished there. 
Three years later William Penn wrote: There 
bave been ruined since the late King’s restora- 
tion about 15,000 families, and more than 5,000 
have died under bonds for matters of mere con- 
science to God.“ That was che work of the State 
Church. The reformation of the bioody penal 
code, under which men and women were banged 
for petty larceny, was carried over the o ing 
votes of Bishops and Archbishops.

The market for July sold up \e, de- 
clined 1c, and closed le lower than on Friday's 
last cali, at $1.16 bid, while August closed 4c 
lower, at 61. 10K. under vigorous selling for the 
latter month. The British telegrams only said 
“quiet and firm,”’ where mauy had expected an 
upward jump as a result of Friday afternoon's 
excitement here. This repressed the ardor of 
speculation, being accounted for by reference 
to the fact that Engiand is now receiving im- 
mense weekly supplies from other countries, 
especially Russia. It was probabiy this view of 
the situation which determined boiders to sell, 
and they unloaded what was aptly described as 
“a fearful quantity.” The buying seemed to 
be mostly done by smaller shorts in city 
and country. except that St. Louis orders 
absorbed a good deal early in the day, but there 
were selling orders from that city towards 1 
o'clock. New York sold freely all day. The 
selling was most vigorous on the deliveries to be 
made from the new crop. Car-lots were quiet 
and relatively steady.

ACCIDENT AT SEA, 


A Rotten Iron Rias Molding «a Sail 
Gtves Way—Three Immigrants Slain. 
BALTIMORE, Md., May 26.—(|Special.]—By the 

breaking of an iron bolt that heid the large 
foresail of the steamship Strasburg, of the Bre- 
mon Line, during a storm at sea the 23d inst., 
three emigrants were killed. The steamer ar- 
rived here today with 1.470 emigrants. It was 
during a beaving southeriy gale that the acci- 
deut occurred, The steamer bad a full head of 
steam and sail ou, and was making good speed, 
notwithstanding the heavy sea, although no 
danger was anticipated, as the storm was not 
violent enough to cause any alarm. It was 
about noon when the hundreds of 
emigrants were being served their dinner, and a 
number of them were passing back and forth on 
deck, although the Captain had requested all to 
keep below, as he was afraid a beavy sea might 
sweep the deck and wash them overboard, when 
suddenly he heard acry of Man overboard!” 
followed by a womau’s sbriek for beip. Several 
of the sallors hurried with the Captain forward, 
and near where the foresuil had been fastened a 
terrible sight met their gaze. On the deck lay 
George Kromminga, a boy 8 years of age, 
with the back of his head completely 
torn off. Beside him was Martin Schmidt, a 
young man of 24 years, with his skull fractured, 
and John Janssen, a lad of 16 years. bad been 
swept overboard. It was the mother ot Krom- 
minga who bad cried for help. as she beheld her 
chiid killed and bis head nearly torn from the 
body. The foresail was fastened bya shackle 
to an eye-boit in the deck, and when a terrific 
squall of wind struck the vessel the strain on 
the sheet caused the boit in the shackle to break 
in two pieces, one part of it banging 
to the rope attached to the sail. The three emi- 
grants were standing near the bulwarks when 
the bolt broke, and the Sail flew around with 
great Velocity, striking young Janssen and buri- 
ing bim as though shot from a cannon far over 
the vessel's side and down into the sea. The 
piece of iron bolt caught in the back of the neck 
of Krommiuga and tore his skull open, leaving 
nothing of the bead but the face and jaws. As 
the sail flapped violently back the bolt struck 
Schmidt on the head and fractured bis 
skull. He died in 4 few hours. 
Krommma was killed instantly, and the body 
of Janssen was never recovered, though life- 
preservers were thrown out and the steamer put 
about and run back for some distance. The ter- 
rible uccident was made more distressing by 
happen ing in the presence of the friends and 
relatives of the unfortunate young people. The 
mother of Janssen is nearly crazed with grief, 
this being the third son she has lost at sea. The 
iron bolt that broke was au inch and a halt in 
thickness, of wrought metal, but there must 
have been some defect about it, though it had 
been put to severe teste before. The bodies of 
the young man and boy were buried at sea.

THE CZAR. 
THE EVE OF HIS CORONATION. 

Moscow, May 26.—[Specia! Cable.]—Tomorrow 
morning, shortiy after 8 o'clock, before New 
York is half awake, will begin in the Uspenski 
Sober, or Church of the Assumption, within the 
Kremlin, where the Czars, from the time 
of Ivan the Terrible bave been 
crowned, the solemn ceremonies con- 
nected with the coronation of Alexander 
Ill. These ceremonies will be witnessed by 
only a few hundred persons, so small is this 
beautiful but most sacred church in Russia. 
Among the tavored onesare the members of the 
Imperial family, the royal and princely guests. 
the chiefs of special embassies and their ladies, 
two Russian artists, and three Russian and 
five foreign correspondents, It is the first time 
in the history of these coronations that the rep- 
resentatives of the foreign press have been per- 
mitted to wit the ceremony. It is an inno- 
vation which is entirely due to the initiation of 
bis majesty the Czar himself. The space being 
so limited it was decided to admit one corre- 
spondent representing each important country. 

THE PROCESSION, 

The scene outside of the Cathedral will, if the 
weather be fine, be brilliant and interesting. 
All around the entrance covered tribunes have 
been erected, where princely and no- 
ble guests will be seated in plain 
view of the Imperial procession as 
itemerges from the paluce and descends the 
steps, passing through lines of soldiers till it 
reaches the doorof the church. Here will be 
seated, on a special tribune, picturesquely clad, 
delegates and representatives of Asiatic tribes 
and peoples under the sway of the mighty Czar— 
Khivans, Bakharans, Armenians, Tcherkessians, 
Osdjaks, Samoyeds, Tartars, Mongols, Tuogues, 
Buriats, Rakats, and Tchuchees, with other 
Central Asiatics. The aAsiatics are pe- 
culiarily a feature of the fétes. They 
lend much color to the groupings 
in the processions and fétes; besides 
making vivid to the mind the fact of the vast- 
ness of territory and number of races ruled over 
by the Czar, though, as a well-known American 
remarked yesterdays, they reminded him strong- 
ly of bis old friends of the “ Arabian Nights,” 
Ali Baba and the rest. Even the barber of 
Bagdad did not seem to be missing; all were 
there, 


FIVE HOURS OF CEREMONY. 

The ceremonies within the church will last 
over five bours. As seats have pot been per- 
mitted within Russian churches, the ordeal to 
the ladies of the court and diplomatic worid 
will be very severe. 

LAST WEEK. 

One need not repeat the scenes of the last 
week, already cabled go fully, of the solemn 
entry into Moscow, the biessing of the 
standard, and the proclamations of the beraids 
on the squares of the city. During Thurs- 
day, Friday, and day all the scenes 
have been of rare brilliancy of color and pict- 
uresqueness of grouping. The people strug- 
gied earnestly for possession of the beauti- 
fully-dene proclamations. In one case 
three Moujicks were seen struggling for 
one—ending in exch getting a torn 
piece, a sight which immediately awed them and 
put an end to the strife. The dense crowds were 
s eager to possess copies that not less thao four 
persons were crushed to death Thursday, 
so that the difficulty necessitated tne heraids av- 
staining from distributing more, and orders 
bave been given to place thousands of copies 
in each church in Moscow, where the people 
can procure them Sunday. To Embassadors 
and special representatives the  beralds 
went around in gilded carriages drawn by 
four wondrously-caperisoned horses, leaving 
with each one a beautifully-bound copy of the 
interesting document. The represeutative was 
informed in advance of his coming, and was ex- 
pected to receive the messenger, surrounded by 
bis suite and the ladies of his family in full- 
dress, with much solemnity and ceremony. 
Among all this stately ceremoniousness 
attached to the coronation fétes, the intense 
lovesof the people of Moscow to the person of 
the Emperor is very striking. During the pro- 
cession Tuesday the peasants kneit down as 
the Czar passed, women wept and fainted so 
deeply awed were they, and children were 
held up to watch the passing of the Empress 
as she sat in ber gilded carriage. Even to a 
foreigner the sight was touching. The Empress 
seemed extremely happy, bowing continually in 
acknowledgment of the overwbelming bursts 
of enthusiasm that greeted her. Beside 
her sat ber daughter. the Grand 
Duchess Xenia, a young giri of 10, dressed in 
white and enjoying the sight with all the won- 
der and delight of a child. To us the whole 
scene was a beautiful pivture from fairyland. 

WORSHIP. 

Yesterday at Neskus«noi Palace, three miles 
from the Kremlio, the beautiful residence where 
the Emperor bas spent three days in fasting, a 
peculiar scene occurred. The Emperor had 
sent for his horse in order to take 
a ride, when the moujicks, seeing it, 
carried it bodily to the door of the palace. 
Among all classes of the population this desire 
to express devotion to the Czar was shown, 
and their joy at the Emperors ap- 
pearance among them. Merchants and 
mechanics were equally enthusiastic. 
All are hopeful that the coronation will mark 
the end of the commercial depression that bas 
long prevailed, and commence an era of 
great prosperity for Russia and the 
Russian people. Russia's courtesy to the 
foreign press appears destined to bring 
about great results for the Empire. The cor- 
respondents are allowed to telegraph without 
submitting toa censor. They are giving, if one 
may judge from the extracts telegraphed back 
to Russia, promising pictures of Russia's future. 

THE AMERICANS. 

Very few Americans have ventured to visit 
Moscow during the fétes, frightened at the 
high prices of rooms and impossibility of 
finding accommodations in the hoteis. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mackey, who have come 
from Paris for the féves, occupy the first floor 
of the Hotei du Saux, where tonight they gave 
adinoer to the members of the United States 
special missions, which include Minister 
Hunt from St. Petersburg, accompanied 
by Mrs. and Miss Hunt, Mr. Thomas Hunt, and 
Mr. Wirt, Rear- Admiral Baldwin and wife, with 
Capt. Gerhardt, chief of staf, Lieuten- 
ant Commander G. A. Conruse, principal 
aide - do- camp. Lieut. A. G. Paul, 
Fiag- Lieutenant, Easigo T. S. Rodgers, and Mr. 
W. D. Chandler, attached as private secretary. 
Mr. Mackey is attached to Mr. Hunt and suite. 
The Emperor and Impress received the 
special missions, and the ladies with them, 
Wednesday. and both were especially gracious 
to the American representatives. The Empress 
seems to bave won all hearts, and caused Mr. 
Ubandler no little consternation by asking him 
if pe belonged to the navy, and if he suffered 
sea-sickness coming across.

VIEWS OF A NIHILIST EN NEW YORK. 
New York, May 26.—(Spe@lal.]—A leader of 
Russian Nibilism, who bas r@centiy arrived in 
this country, and whose name is well koown to 
the Russian Czar, was asked tonight if the 
Nihilists would attempt to destroy 
the Czar tomorrow at at the 
time of his coronation. “They will not 
attempt it,” be replied. “ You may be sure that 
the Czar Will sleep soundly in Moscow after his 
coronation tomorrow night. He himself is no 
doubt terrified out of bis wité by the dread of 
Nibilism at this moment, but we pro- 
pose to accommodate oufselves, not him. 
Yet you may tind gmmund to believe 
within a short time that the Car will never 
leave Moscow with his crowu on his head. On. 
no, he will not leave there, dt you will learn all 


the news about bim fr there in proper 
time. Certainly, the w le arrests in 
Moscow and througout ussia have in 
no way and by no means put 4 stop to the plots 
against him.

CABLE LETTERS. 
MOSCOW. 

Lowpon, May 26.—(Special Cable.|—All eyes 
are turned to Moscow. In the excitement 
created by the barbaric pageant of the corona- 
tion and its marvelous prodigality the shadow 
of Nibilism is for the moment sevm- 
ingly effaced. There is no sign or men- 
tion of it in the i lavish accounts 
that are published, and the Russian official 
press says that foreign journalists are at last 
aware that there is no misunderstanding be- 
tween the Emperor and bis people, but that 
they see a nation united in love for 
ite sovereign, devoted to the dynasty, and 
now celebrating its joytul loyalty in 
a festival ot peace. Every telegram from Mos- 
cow is rigidly revised in St. Petersburg, and all 
correspondents understand that it is useless to 
send anything that does not reflect upon the 
givry, splendor, and unity of the Empire. To 
that aspect of it they condse themselves. and 
they enjoy their silver badges and the hospitai- 
ity of the Czar. 

THE IRISH. 

The occurrences of the week in Ireland, the 
enthusiastic reception of Archbishop Croke on 
bis return trom Rome, and the geperal public 
expression of opinion show that the Pope's cir- 
cular bas completety failed, and that the Catho- 
lics firmly but respectfully decline to be 
dictated to politically by the Holy See. 
This result is rather approved than otherwise 
in Eogiand, where there bas sprung up a strong 
feeling of resentment at the attempt ot the 
Government to use the Vatican as a 
political agency. In MIeland the cir- 
cular is easily defeated of its effect 
by the tactics of the Nationalist leaders, 
who boidly attribute it to the machinations of a 
miserable clique of pauper landlords who infest 
Rome, and who are aided by English agents 
like Mr. Errington. This opinion fods a ready 
echo in England and in the House of 
Commons, where the Government bas fared 
very badly on the wuole ; ques uon. Lord Gran- 
ville’s relations with Mr. Errmgton appear ina 
very bad ligut, and it is openly charged that the 
expense of Mr. Errington’s missions is borne by 
the secret-service fund. 

VICTORIA. 

The Queen left last night for Scotland. Vari- 
ousrumors of a disquieting nature are circu- 
lated about the condition of her Majesty's 
health. It is stated that the fits of depression 
coutinue, and that alarm of the 
royal family is serioug, However sligut the 
foundation for reports may be, 
they have crented wneasinéss among her sub- 
jects, who recall the circumstances under which 
the reign of her grandfather ended. 

MADAGASCAR, 

The bombardment of Majunga by the French, 
and their destruction of a settlement inhabited 
mainiy by German, English, and American 
neutrals, is viewed with great disfavor in 
Engiand. The tone of the press is 
one of great hostility, and this is 
warmly reciprocated by the Paris papers. State- 
wents are published to the effect that large 
quantities of arms and ammunition are on the 
way to Madagascar from England and America, 
and that the Hovas intend a sturdy defense, 
France is at fever-heat over the whole foreign 
policy, and ber excitenjent over affairs in 
Madagascar promises to get her invo trouble. 

SOCIAL. 

The drawing-room at Buckingham Palace 
Monday was a brilliant affair, and the presenta- 
tions were numerous.

ABD-EL-KADER. 

DEATH OF THE FAMOUS ALGERINE CHIEF. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 26.—Abd-el-Kader, the 
famous Aigeriue chief, is dead. 

|Abd-el-Kader, the third of the four sons of 
a Marabout chief named Sidi-el- Hadji-Mebed- 
din, was born in the environs of Mascara in 1807. 
When Charles X. ot France undertook the Al- 
gerine expedidon Abd-el-Kader, though young, 
was, On account of his powers of mind and 
body, elected chief by some of the tribes 
in the hope that he would deliver their 
country from anarchy. Sbortiy afterwards he 
was prociaimed Emir of Mascara, and declared 
a religious War against the French, who con- 
cluded with him a treaty, which constituted 
bim sovereign of the Province of Oran, with a 
right of the monopoly of the commerce of the 
entire country, similar to that exercised by 
Mebemet Ali in Egypt. Being desirous of ex- 
tending bis dominions, he soon became em- 
broiled with the French, and for more than ten 
years he waged war against them, until be was 
defeated Dec. 23, 1843, by Marsbal Sugeaud, 
to whom be capitulated on the faith 
of a promise that nde should be allowed 
to retire to Alexandria or to St. Jean 
d’Acre. Instead, however, of fulfilling this 
promise, the French authorities imprisoned him 
in the Castie of Pau, whence be was transferred, 
in 1848. to that of Amboise, near Biois. Here he 
rewained until after the proctamation of the 
Empire in 188, woen be was released by the 
Emperor, Louis Napoleon, having sword upon 
the Koran not to oppose the French rule in 
Africa. Abd-el- Kader not only kept bis word, 
but treated with great kindness dera- 
tion the Christian population of the East at 
the time of the Syrian massacres in 18, for 
which good service be received a decora- 
tion from the Emperor of the French. 
He took up dis residence at Boursa, .the 
ancient Prusa, and on its destruction by an 
eartbquake— Feb. 25, 1852—obtained permission 
trom the French Government, from which he 
received a pension, to remove first to Constanti- 
nople and thea to Damascus. in 1863 he visited 
Ewypt, inspected the works of the Suez Canal, 
aud made the pilgrimage to Mecca. From time 
to time unfounded rumors have been circulated 
of Abd-el-Kader's death, and in 1873 obitua 
notices of him appeared in the leading Fren 
aad Enogtish journals. The Damaseus corre- 
spondent of the Herald, writ- 
ing on 1873, 
remarked: April 1 
informed you that the reported death of Abdel- 
Kader bad no foundation; in fact, 1 am now 
happy to be able to again contradict a similar 
report which has appeared in all the English 
papers. The great Algerine Chief has aiways 
been an obstinate man. and be pow seems as 
little disposed to fall in with the plans of new 
inventors as he formerly was to com with the 
requirements of French prestige. He kept a 
very rigorous fast, in seclusion, during the 
Ramazan, but be has now returned to bis pub- 
lic duties, looking very thin and pale, but other- 
wise in excellent health and spirits.“ 


TRIPLE ALLIANCR. 
THE COLOGNE EDITOR ONCE MORE. 

LONDON, May 26.—The Cologne Gazelle has 
published an article which attracts much a 
tention. 

It poiats out that Germany, Austria, and Italy 
can muster 1,315 battalions of infantry, 740 
aquadrons of cavalry, and 4,464 field-guns, while 
the forces of France and Russia amounts to 1,339 
battalions of infantry, 620 squadrons of cavairy, 
and 4,840 fleld-guns, but it says that the last two 
states can only operate with divided forces, 

A tripartite alliance can thus outweigh the 
whole remainder of Europe. 

[A French regiment bas about 2,300 men and 
officers; there are four battalions in a regiment; 
France has 500,000 men under arms. On a war 
footing the number is practically limited only 
by the genius of the ruler. 

There are about 1,000 men In a Russian bat- 
tation. The Czar bas 800,000 men under arms. 
The war footing of the Northern Colossus is 
about 2,800,000. 

Italy has 700.000 men under arms; war footing, 
alleged, 1,990,000. She could not support so 
many men. 

Austria- Hungary’s peace footing, 268,204; war. 
1,031,621. With the exception of the short war 
with Bismarck, Austria has a proud military 
history, she having borne herseif as a highly 
dangerous foe, even during the greatest tri- 
umph of Napoleou's arms. 

Germany's peace footing, 445,402, officers and 
men; in war, 1,492,000. 

Russia and France, with a Napoteon in France, 
could put 5,000,000 men in the tieid. 

Germany, Austria-Hungary, and Italy claim 
they are abie to put about 5,123,600 under arms 
and in line. The Italian part of this program is 
by no means a component two-lifths in actual 
value.]

At Sar- 
imbery the line to Salonica branches off from 
V a, the terminus of the Servian Morava 
line; and Turkey bas piedged herself to effect 
a junction with the existing Salonica Mitrowitza 
line. The details of the plan for maxing this 
junction are to be settled by a special commis- 
sion on the spot. 

The rest of the convention is in accordance 
with that concluded between Austria and Ser- 
via, and aims at the establishment of through 
traffic, at uniform rates for persons and 

oods. Direct tariffs are to be appointed for 

stantinopie, Salonica, and all the chief sta- 
tions, ona uniform basis. Special provisions 
are to be made against differentia! tariffa, which 
might work to the detriment of one or other of 
the contracting parties. Custom- nouses and ail 
the facilities usually provided for international 
traffic are to be adopted. gage of the lines 
is to be that used in Austria and generally on 
the Continent, with the exception of Russia.

TREATY BETWEEN GERMANY AND 
ITALY. 

Bertin, May 16.—The treaty of commerce and 
navigation lately conciuded between Germany 
and Italy is based on the most favored national 
principle, under which German imports will be 
subject to tne Italian conventional tariff, not the 
general one. In addition, Italy has abolished 
its dutieson German b and normalized its 
present dues on alkaioi quinine salts, zinc 
and zine wares, optical, chemical, mathematical, 
and other instruments. On the other hand, 
Italy will profit by the stipulations in the com- 
mercial treaty between Germany and Switzer- 
land, as to the free im of certain articles; 
and in addition to this Germany has 
made concessions in the matter of certain raw 
materials, phesphorous, wine, stone, silk co- 
coons, uncolored silk, marble and corals, living 
fuwis, licurice-juice, fowls’ eggs, rice, etc. Ger- 
many has further favored Italy by reducing ber 
duties on fresh grapes from 16 to 10 marks ou 

resh Southern fruits, from 12 to four marks on 
such fruits if dried, from 30 to 10 marks on 
olives, from 60 to 30 marks ga sweet oil in bottles 
or jars, from 20 to 10 marks on olive oil in casks. 
The treaty is to come into force July 1 next, 
and to endure till Feb. 1, 1882; both parties, 
however, reserving the right of terminating it 
Feb. 1, 1888, after giving six months’ notice.

Rochegrosse’s “Andromache,” a Pow- 
erful Work on a Painfal 
Subject. 


Pelez and Homeless - How an Artist 
Was Conyerted to Realism. 


Pants. May 9.—[Specidl Correspondence. ]— 
For a fortnight past we bave had our ears full 
of the Salon, almost to the exciusivn of every 
other topic. It has been impossible to enter a 
café or a drawing-room without baving to run 
the gauntiet of the lnevitable Have you seen 
the Bouguereau?’ and How dreadful the Car- 
olus Darans are this year!” Gushing young 
ladies have pestered you with affected raptures 
about that wonderful Henner and that equally 
wonderful Lefebvre. You have been anxiously 
¢ross- questioned with regard to the true jnward- 
ness of Pavis de Chadannes’ singular allegories 
and the hidden meaning of the aerial per- 
spective in Basteen Lepage’s rustic idyl, 
“L'amour au Villiage.” At last the brain begins 
40 reel under the influence of ali the chatter 
about realism, and idealism, and impressionism, 
and classicism which one has been obliged to 
listen to and make some sort of polite response to. 
Yet the Salon is still by far the, most interesting 
subject of the moment, and by your permission 
we will have one more gossip about it. 

You kuow already that as a whoie the Salon is 
only a very little, if at all, better tnau that of 
1882. The improvement, such as it is, must be 
attributed rather to the absence of the usual 
number of glaringly bad pictures than to the 
presence of many strikingly good ones. Yet 
there are a few sensa tional“ works that de- 
serve to be » seusatious in the exhibition, 
works whieh show immense progress and give 
promise of very much greater things. Hardly 
any of these, 1 am sorry to say, 
are to be found amongst the <Ameri- 
can contributions. First and foremost I must, 
I suppose, mention the ht and curiosity of 
the whole exhibition, Rechegrosse’s Andro- 
mache,” which seems almost certain of the Prix 
du Salon this year. There was a time not very 
long gro (for Rochegrusse is barely 26 now) when 
the Painter of this “ Andromache’ was an ob- 
sure art student, rougbing it with hundreds of 
his fellows in the Latin Quarter and on the 
hights of Montmartre, zlad enough to turn an 
honest penny now and tnen by dotng occasional! 
„ pot-boiters in the formof newspaper iilus- 
trations. Excellentiy well he did them, too; 
especially those which be contributed. | remem- 
ber, to that brigut and artistic little weekly pub- 
lication, tue Vie Moderne, then quite a new fact 
in Farisian . jourvaliem. They were the 
merest little scraps, many of them, dashed 
off in a few minutes, without apparent difficulty. 
But they were so thorougbly original and clever 
that they made their mark 12 and ttoche- 
grosse’s signature soon came to take a piace be- 
side that of Adrien Marie, Vierge, Grevin, and 
the other leading illustrators in Paris. At this 
period of bis career the young artist was essena- 
tially and eotirely a modero. He chose none 
but the most modern of subjects, and treated 
those he chose in the most modern spirit. The 
theatres, streets, and, above all, the drawing- 
rooms of Paris afforded him pretexts for end- 
less pen-and-ink sketches, as chey had already 
afforded Jean Heraud, the recognized 
artist in ordinary to brilliant, 
Lutetia. It was therefore an immense 
surprise to every one when, sudden- 
ly disearding all his earlier loves, Rochegrosse 
last year seut in a moving and audacious olass- 
ical com posidou—a picture of a drunken, turb- 
vient, flerce, and glittering party of Romans, 
with Vitellius in the midst of them, streaming 
through a narrow street in the Imperial City. 
The subject was, however, dealt with in an un- 
mistakably modern manner still, so much 80 
that you might bave fancied (but for the cos- 
tumes in the picture) that you had before you a 
presentment of some scene in the wild and 
stormy days of the French Revolution. Public 
attention was at once fixed on the risivg 
celebrity by this “ Vitetiius,” and great things 
were predicted of him— ot. as so often happens, 
without reason. His next effort was looked 
forward to with both curiosity and interest, nor 
has expectation been disappointed. This sec- 
ond essay of bis ad — him in the foremost 
ranks of the young french art- battalion, and al- 
ready people are (a bit too hastily) proclaiming 
him avother Henri Regnault—some, indeed, 
even another Delaetuix. Wat he may or may 
not ultimately develop Into I cannot say; but 
this exaggerated praise will do him far more 
harm than good, undoubtedis. . 

PRAISE THAT KILLS. 

Amery oy human nature is so si larly per- 
fidious) it is beimg artfully lavished ou dim by 
bis brother and sister “ brushes” with a view 
to injuring him in the future. You don't see 
how it couid injure him, possibly? Well, let me 
assure you that it may do so very easily. Many an 
artist, many an author, many a musician, bas 
been killed dead by the praise beaped up, like 
marbie tombstones, on some early production. 
Ever after he bas to outdo the first triumph or 
be proclaimed a disappointment and an impos- 
tor. Poor Edouard Manet's life — * point 
this mora) as well as another; aad, to go a 
very great deal higher, in another direction, 
migut not the experience of the composer of 
Faust, Charies Gounod himself, be an example? 

But you will want ta bear what this famous 
picture of Rochegrosse’s is like, no doubt, after 
having beard so much already about the man 
who painted :t. We will imagine ourselves, then, 
standing in the centre of the great square room 
at the Salon in which it bangs, next to a huge 
red and yellow decorative painting of the great 
Viennese master. Hans Makart, and facing the 
enormous picture of the Pilot-Boat,” which 
M..Renouf bas this year sentto the exhibition 

The first impression you get is one of repul- 
sion. Before you is a sanguinary scene fro.w 
the history of twoancient nations. What nations 
you nud it hard enougb, fora time,to understand. 
The faces shown you are of no very delinit 
race or type. They might be Asiatic, from the 
flat noses and catiike eyes of one or two figures 
in the composition, Yet on examining others 
you perevive that some of them seem Kay p- 
tian, and some Roman, and some wight 
be Jewish. The costumés, too, are strangely 
unfamiliar. Is that aa Aztec warrior in the 
centre of the victure, you say to yourself, ora 
Greek, or a Persian? He is, of course, a Greek, 
aud those bieeding bodies are the bodies of 
Trojans; but we have been so accustomed to 
the conventional pompier Grecian of David and 
the artists of bis soulless and abominably false 
school, that the real armor and weapons of the 
Spartans and Athenians seem grotesque when a 
consclentious painter cuurageously puts them 
on to canvas for our edificadon. 

THE PICTURE. 1 

The chief figures and points of interest in tho 
picture are Andromache, the unbapoy mother, 
and baby Astyanax. Thanks to the ruse of wily 
Ulysses, Troy bas been taken, The Greeks, 
furious at having been so lone baffled by their 
heroic adversaries, have rushed in, vowing re- 
venge. ferce, cruel, pitiless. Ibe bleeding heads 
piled up in ghastly pyramids at the foot of the 
steep stone staircase in the centre of the com- 
position teil an eloquent tale of hellish savagery. 
So, too, do the rows of naked females chained

to the foot of the wall in the immediate fore- 


ground, their pale, cold flesh rigid in the clutch 
of death, and their glazed eyes still giowerin 
horror and despair at their brutal ravishers an 
conquerors. 

Beside them are the flames lighted te devour 
their miseruble bodies. High above them, vailed 
to the rampart of the devoted city, hang the 
dead forms of husbands, fathers, brotuers, slain 
because Menelaus the King was blind and Heien 
faithless. Midway up the staircase, frautio with 
despair and strong as a lioness in heragony, you 
see the wretched mother struggling to tear ber- 
seif from the iron grasp of the Greek soldiers 
who hold ber back from her child, her Astyanax, 
whon that devil incarnate, the Greek soldier 
with the villainous Mongol face, is just about 
to buri from the steps above her into the flames 
below. On the topmost step of all stands the 
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second-class medal. grt Mow the 
artist was converted to rea end modernity, 
converted by a pretty washerwoman, and ever 
since bas been true to bis new creed, though 
whther be has been as faitbful to the pron? 
Wwasnerwoman who, uuwittingly taught i * 
Ishould not dare either to assert or deny. 
understand from friends of — r 
Fele, looking out of the window of the dingy 
little den he then occupied in the Rue de la Tour 
d' Auvergne, perceived a trim. buxom, pleasant- 
faced, bright-eyed little bianchisseuse tripping 
down the street with a basket, on the way back 
to ber laundry bard by. The sight (in itself an 
agreeable one) fired him with the idea of painting 
a Gervaise,for ut the moment every one was talk- 
ing of Emile Zola and his hovei * L' Asgommpir.” 
No sooner was the idea conceived than executed. 
He unceremoniously beckoned to Mile. Ger- 
vaise from the window. Having no. vir- 
tuous prejudices, that young woman waived 
ceremony and went up to the studio. 
She remained in it a long, long time, so long 
that ber patronne at the laundry grew anxious, 
and wondered what could have become of the 
basket. Sue remained a day, a week, a month— 
possibiy isin M. Pelez’s studio (though not in 
the humbie room ig the tue de la Tour d' Au- 
vergne) to this very moment. 
in due course made its ap 
to the great scandal disgust of the worthy 
gentiemen who bad striven so bard to instill 
their classical art theories into the soul of M. 
Pelez. And from that year down to the present 
the painter Bas steadily contined himeelf to the 
study and depiction of the poor of Paris, 
their mistortunes and their misery. Year by 
= de bas been making progress, perfecting 

is style, and growing more famiiiar with his 
subjects. He has now hardly a rival in his own 
field; has mastered the difficuities of composi- 
tion: draws admirably; and has iearned how to 
put sentiment into a picture simply without 
forcing it, and. in a word, naturally. He bas, 
however. still one fault to conquer, and though 
be is very much freer from it than be was three 
or four years ago it will be no easy matter for 
him to get rid of it completely. Hie work is a 
little bit “woolly.”” But fot this M. Pelez would 
be a eat painter, as well as a 
one, or do know, despite his 
imperfections, a single artiat living whose ef- 
forts are more worthy of encouragement or 
more interesting. Homeless,“ which he con- 
tributes to the present Salon, shows us a group 
of the unfortunate outcasts who are the shame 
of great cities—a mother, sorrowful and hope- 
less, Seated on a doorstep waiting for charity. 
Three poor children cluster round her. One, 
the least wretched of them. has fallen asleep at 
her feet. The two others crouch beside her, and 
on a wall behind, in it may be needlesly violent 
contrast to the grim sadness of the homeless 
family, you read a printed placard announcing 
“a grand fete to take place that evening.” As 
Albert Woid truly remarked iu criticising this 
touching picture one day last weck, misery 
of Paris is great enough to dispense with ex- 
planations. The piacard would have beef bet- 
ter kept out of the cumposition.
